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DETAILED ACTION 



1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

2. Claims 10, 14-17, 19, 20, 22-26 and 28-34 are allowed. 

3. The examiner considered the remarks dated 9/7/10 and has found applicant's 
arguments persuasive. The combination of the teachings of Durazzani and Cinello 
would not have led one of ordinary skill in the art to arrive at the claimed invention. 

4. While Durazzani teaches a molded washing machine tub formed directly on a 
metal bearing housing Durazzani fails to teach that the portion of the tub in contact with 
the bearing housing is formed of a different material from that of the rest of the tub. 

5. Cinello teaches forming the bearing spacer element and the bearing shell of a 
washing machine tub of different plastic materials because of the different mechanical 
stresses encountered by different regions within the bearing shell, followed by 
overmolding the tub on the plastic bearing shell. Cinello does not teach also forming 
the region of the tub in contact with the bearing shell from a different material from the 
rest of the tub. 

6. Given the teachings of Cinello, one of ordinary skill in the art would not have 
been motivated to produce the invention claimed by applicant since Cinello does not 
teach metal bearing shells and Cinello is not directed towards reinforcing the washing 
machine tub but is instead directed towards reinforcing different elements within the 
bearing shell. Applicant's invention provides reinforcement to the regions of the 
washing machine tub that are in contact with a metal bearing shell which is a different 
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problem than that solved by Cinello. Therefore, the modification of Durazzani with 
Cinello would not have arrived at the claimed invention. 

7. Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
